Your cooperation with the written permit and calling me 
when no permit is needed is much appreciated. 


At the present time, if you need to call in a brush/woods 
fire, please use 352-1100. Hopefully, sometime in the 
future the State emergency number will be correctly on line 
so that we can use it. 


In calendar year 1995, our three leading causes of fires 
were: children, non-permit fires not properly extinguished, 
and smoking materials. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law, and the 
other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a 
year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire 
suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State 
Forest Fire Officials, contact your local Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required. This also 
helps to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

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1995 REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


We again have full membership on the Planning Board 
and good attendance at our meetings. Several people 
have graciously donated their time and energy to serve 
the Town on this Board. 


This past year the Planning Board has acted on three 
requests for Subdivision, creating seven new lots. 


The Board has also worked very hard this past year to 
review and update the Building Code Regulations, holding 
several extra work sessions to complete the review in 
time for presentation of changes at the Town Meeting. 

We had the assistance of the Zoning Board, Building 
Inspector and Selectmen for several of the items. 


A brief rundown of these proposed changes includes 
under “General Provisions", 


€1) Adding an occupancy permit which will resemble a 
check-off list of items already covered in our building 
codes, such as electrical and plumbing completed with 
names and license number of installer, driveway entrance 
complete, smoke detectors installed, chimneys, furnaces, 
stoves etc. properly installed and an approved septic 
system and water supply. These are all safety issues 
for the protection of our citizens. 

(2) Require a permit before making siqnificant 
alterations to existing access to Town roads so the road 
agent may address safety, drainage, slope, etc. to 
proposed changes as well as to new accesses. 

(3) Bring our fees up to date with fees adopted by the 
Selectmen 7/31/95 

(4) Update the requirements for permanent or temporary 
access to and from Twon roads for commercial or 
industrial use, to reduce the damage to roads. 


Under "Regulations on Dwellings" 
(5) Require the plumber or electrician to be licensed 
in New Hampshire. 


Under “Board of Licensing" 
C6) Allow the Secretary for the Selectmen to perform 
certain duties on their behalf. 


Under "Zoning Ordinance" Preamble 

(7) Enable the Zoning Board of Adjustment to use and 
refer to any and all Federal and State Requlations it 
deems helpful and necessary. 


aS, 


Under "Zoning Ordinance" Commercial Industrial 

(8) Allow more time for posting notices for Public 
Hearing and for rendering a decision and will then 
conform to Planning and Land Use Regulations. 

C9) Allow the removal of the words "Commercial" and 
"Bond" and changes "usual fee" to "payment of all fees 
and costs." This section pertains to a special 
exception before removal of soil, rock, sand, gravel or 
loam or similar material for commercial/industrial 
purposes and authorizes the Zoning Board to consult with 
recognized authorities before setting requirements. 


Other items allow a little more flexibility in the 
enforcement of regulations, deleting a reference to a 
foundation requirement that does not conform to Planning 
and Land Use Regulations, and correcting references to 
RSA’s which have been changed by the State, and one 
typographical error in the prior printing of the 
Building Codes of 1988. 


Also, a special Thank You to William Doran for his 
years of service on the Planning Board, both as a member 
and as chairman of the Board. His knowledge and 
generous help will be missed.
